•"I'lio Hudspn lllvcr Bridge has de- 
monstrated that it will be, ' possible 
to have .still lunarr spans, and that 
it will bo bolli possible and feasible 
to builil a liiiiljjo across tho '1,500 
re->t of New York Harboin'," declared 
Mr. F. AV. Skinner, consuling rngil'i- 
eer of New York, who lectured hero 
yeslcril;iy In accordance with a rc- 
•lU'-st of the liilc Dean 11. .M. Mac- 
Koy. Mr. Skinner was a consulling 
englnoer on tho bridge, and expluincd 
in detail Its many inlcrcsling and 
epoch-making fcalures. 

The leclui'c, which Was Illustrated 
with ninny lantern-slides, dealt with 
the Iliidsnn lîivor Bridge from Its' 
first plans down to its present state 
of completion, and in' particular, 
showed tho work done on tho great 
cables which support tho structure.- 
New Methods Demanded 

When tho bridge was planned. It 
was to have a span twice as long lit- 
any complelci Hi tiiat timo. This 
great' d<'p.M lnrc in tsizo caused many 
difricultles. as work had to bo done 
on a. larger scale than ever before, 
and in many cases neither tho ap- 
paratus nor (ho method.^ wore adc- 
•liiatp. In the ease of ihr cables in 
particular, the conlrncts called for a 
rale of i.'imst ruction greater than 
rvo bpfore, while tho enormous length 
of tho cailles presented problems 
which demanded much research .ind 
expenditure of time and money on 
new types of criiiipniont.

"It one cause of the economic de- 
pression may be singled out. It Is tho 
International maldistribution of the 
gold reserves ot tho whole world," said 
Benjamin Caplan, B.A., speaking on 
The ".Vaturo ot tho Present Economic 
Dépression" at tho first meeting ot 
the I'nlltlcal Kconomy Club last even- 
ing. Pred Stone the other speaker vt 
tho evening, defended the Wheat Pool 
on the ground that it had sold as 
much' wheat this year as last. In spite 
ot very adverse conditions. 

Stone Defended Pool 

Stone, tlio first speaker, related how 
a good European crop closed that 
market, tho Argentine was resolved to 
sell at any price because they Lacked 
storing facilities, and the Oriental 
market was lost to a high grade but 
small Canadian crop. Ho maintained 
that If the Pool had sold at any price, 
as some people suggested, a crash 
would h.ave been inevlt.ible. As a mat- 
ter ot f.act. It was In d.inger botl 
ways. "They would be damned if thcj 
did sell, they would damned if dido 
didn't, and so be damned if they did." 
As a remedy for tho difficulty In 
marketing Stone was Inclined to sug- 
gest .1 oompul.iory pool. 

He remarked that In a depression it 
was dlfticult to distinguish cause and 
effect. One remedy be suggested WiU: 
a drastlu policy of credit expanslSn| 
with government Intervention. 
Caplan Criticised System 

Capiat! claimed that Ca.pltaIUra, 
with Its insistence on laissez-faire, 
had failed to produce the superior

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A Musical Enterprise 

THE measure of heroism is comparative. 
Publicity often calKs public attention 
to passing feats of bravery, but little 
beyond literature ever pays tribute to a 
struggle for existence. .Musical organisa- 
tions in Montreal have never been on firm 
ground, and now, having to face the com- 
petition of the machine, their very life is 
threatened. In a very del eimined effort to 
overcome .such a disa.ster, the New Mont- 
real Symphony Orchestra has been formed. 

* Montreal has had symphony orches- 
tras before, but due to many cause.«(, chiefly 
lack of public support, they have failed to 
become permanent. The new orchestra has 
an organization that differs materially 
from its predecessors. It is endowed, neith- 
er by the city nor by private enterprise, 
but rather by the musicians themselves. 
After deducting a pel-centage for the use 
of the Orpheùm Theatre, all profits- go to 
the players. So far, for three weeks' re- 
hearse; l.s ;tnd concerts, each man has re- 
cei\ ed less than ten dollars. 

The orchestra is composed of seventy- 
five mu.sicians, a few of whom are drawn 
from the Faculty of Music. The remainder 
are the best of the city's professionals. Mr. 
îiDpuglàs Clarke, Dean of the Faculty of 
i^Mjiasic, \vas elected permanent conductor 
■after the first two concerts, and his ability 
in- that capacity i.s best demonstrated by 
his accompli-shments with the orchestra. 

All critics agree that in excellence of 
tone balance and general finish, the or- 
chestra is unsurpassed by any previous 
local organization, and when one takes in- 
to account the fact that most symphony 
orchestras are considerably larger in size, 
one wonders at their ability to render the 
most difficult compositions so well. They 
are still further handicapped by the lack 
of a proper auditorium in which to play, 
for the Orphcum Theatre, which they use 
::;at present, is too small lo accommodate 
• either a larger orchestra, or a well i>aying 
audience. The question of the concert hall 
has arisen .so often in past years, that citi- 
zens have come to look upon the possibility 
oC its erection as fabulous. Neverthele.ss 
the need still remains, and will continue to 
do so, probably, until some public-minded 
citizen supplies it. Till then, however, 
nothing can be done to improve matters. 

Such an opportunity to hear good 
music, is rare in this city, and Sunday af- 
ternoons can be spent no better than in 
listening to this orchestra's offerings. Dean 
Qkcke is especially anxious to see students 
|^nâ%hese concerts, and with that end 
in view has secured spécial price reductions 
for those wishing to go. 

We feel that public recognition of the 
New Montreal Symphony Orchestra's un- 
dertaking is inevitable, and wish them all 
1]ie ^success they deserve, as heroes 
sti'Uggling for the existence of good music.

Tlie men ot 
the twenties had as firm a, belief in atheism as 
Carrie N'atton had In llcll, \Vc men ot the JCow 
Ago don't believe in anything, neither in' idealism, 
creative evolution, vitalism, Santa Claus; the im- 
m-icuL-xto conception nor thirty miles On the gal- 
lon. Wo are. to borrow a phrase from the Vener- 
able T.owell, tutllilarlans. it you so wish it, we be- 
lieve in futility; but we prefer to believe that we 
believe In nothing. 

In Uio twonlics il was customary tO' attack 
things ihni. you did not believe in and to laugh at 
things tliat did not conform to "modern" Ideas. As 
we do not believe in anything wo shall not attack 
anything. In the twentiea'if a girl smoked and had 
a boyish bob siio was hot stuff. Iter sex appeal 
was In direct ratio to the surface urea ot leg and 
peclora! region CNposed. AVo know now that a 
woman is Just as likely lo arouse tlio male senti- 
ment ill bustles and flounces us in a string ot 
beads. It is a malter of the Imagination dominat- 
ing the mind; as the revue producifrs in X.Y. 
found cut some years ago. Audiences soon tired 
ol' sa^.Ing at entirely naked women frolicking about 
Ihe stagu and It was necessary to revert to the 
custom.iry veil and blue lights. This Is but one 
example of the way .people thougiit in those im- 
possible twenties now as. dead us the naugiity 
'hlneties'-. or the early eocene. 

To repeat: being men ot the' thirties and conse- 
quently not believing in anything and therefore 
not attacking anything, not even tho most delicate 
sensibility need fear ruffling in these columns. AVe 
are going to divide this feature into sections: a 
section of quotations which we shall call Ante 
Porcos; a section of extracts from periodicals 
which wc shall call Moronia; a section devoted to 
letters received from our patrons called the Yahoo 
Corner; a department on elementary sexology 
called the Torrid Zone.

The I.S.S. is the International Student 
Service, which was formed shortly after 
the War to give material help to starving 
students in all countries affected by the 
disaster. Now that the need for relief is 
oyer, for the most part, the oganization is 
developing cultural co-operation. 

They put emphasis on the university 
as the home of culture rather than of 
purely vocational training, for the in- 
creasing specialisation of university stud- 
ies and the growing materialisation of life 
are threatening to turn the university in-

Pol.aiid to the iiveruyo Intelligent Ouiiadluii is 
a country situated tiomcwiieru near the iiiiilrlbH 
ot dame iCuropa and cmiiicnlly fit to iiuiiply the 
Canadian Inilu.strles with uablilllcd labour, liiit 
tow If any know sonictlilng about that country's 
culture and more particularly its literature. Quite 
a number have read Quo Vadis by llenryVSiunklc- 
wicKj. a historical novel ot some value, but- slight 
wiien compared even with the same author's other 
books. Sonic have also heard of Ueymunt whoso 
Opus magnum, 'rho Peasants was awarded the 
Nobel Prize a few years ago. _ ' 

This is .really one of the most significant 
literary works to come out of Kuropo within the 
lo-st thirty years. Perhaps only Mann's Magic Moun- 
tain could he rated above it. No other modern writer 
lias shown such a broad .sympathy witii the peasant 
or understood, with such passionate ardour, naluro 
ill all her manifestations. 

neymont began his literuiy career wltli the 
publication ot a scries of three novels on tho life 
of a troupe of itiner.mt actors. They were, "Komcd- 
Jantkn." (Comedienne) "Fcrrncnt.s" and "I^lly." The 
last mentioned appeared In 1S97. They attracted 
some attention especially in the literary circles. 
His approach to lite was realistic and ^ he showed 
great powers ot observation. About this time Key- 
mont In company with tho majority of European 
writers became strongly influenced by the "Soirees 
de Medan," and the naturalistic beni. in letters. He 
wrote tho "Promised Land" niodellod oin-lousiy 
on Zola's La Terre and giving a complete picture 
of Poland's Industrial centre LodV.; the condition 
of the workers, the dissolute life of the industrial 
magnates and tho general social disruption at- 
tendant upon <i high industrial civilization. This 
wort«f'sh'tiwed the authors jgrowing literary abilities 
.and' à courago of high order. Ills distinctlvo style 
was beginning lo assume definite shape In this 
novel and subsequently published short stories. 

But the work which shows Iteymont at his 
best is the before mentioned four-volume epos 
"Tlio Peasants" ;jublished between the years 
1904-1909. ■ 

■ Towards the end of his life ho wrote more 
short stories tvidenclng also a mastery In this u 
very difficult medium of expression. Among tliom 
might be mentioned "Komurastl" and "The IJealh 
of the' Storm."' A large part ot his works have re- 
cently become available in KngUsh especially since 
1924 the year when Ileymont received the Nobel 
Prize. • .'iivi-.v. 

It M'ould take 'considérable space to describe 
only briefly the best that li.as been done in the 
literary field of Poland In the last three decades, 
so that it is only possible to mention In very few 
words the more . important figures and their 
works, 

Stefan ZeromskI who died in 1925 was a novel 
ist ot genius, an extraordlnsry skilful portrayer of 
character. J lis historical novel "Ashes" has re- 
cently been translated into English. 

Bolcslaw I'ruB, an eminent- scholar and writer 
ot fiction. His principal work' ,"Faraon" . brilliantly 
recreates an epoch of ancient Egypt, 

Among the poets might be mentioned the re- 
volutionary Juljan Tuwim, tho more sedate Antony 
Slunlmski and the Nestor of Polish poetry Juljun 
Kasproivicz,
